Mr. Loarnis then propoſed. WILLIAM GRANT; 
af the Inner Temple, Eſq. as a Gentleman highly qua- 


lified to ſuſtain the important Character of a Repreſen-

He could nat but .regret that the harmony which, 
or a conſiderable time paſt, had ſubſiſted among the 
1 of che Borough, in the choice of their Re- 
preſentatives, ſhould, upon this occaſion, have been 
unfortunately diſturbed. It was. ſome conſolation to 
him, however, to reflect that the preſent diſunion was: 
not of his creating; becauſe, when he firſt formed the 
idea of offering himſelf to the EleQors as a Candidate, 
he had reaſon to believe that the Gentlemen whom be 
faw arrayed againſt him, were ſo well inclined towards 
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that intereſt by. which he had: the honour to be ſup- 
ported and encouraged, that they would have chear- 
fully afforded him every aſſiſtance in their power.—- 
Not for his ſake not from any perlonal attachment to 
him ;---but from a diſpoſition in them to. give a fair and 
liberal credit to any perſon that, ſhould be fo fup- 
ported, for not being entirely unworthy of their con- 
fidence, or wholly unfit for their ſervice. Relying on 


that diſpoſition, he reſolved to offer his ſervices to . 


chem, and to the reſt of the Electors; not with a deſign 
of ſtirring up ,an oppoſition, or breaking in upon the 
tranquillity of the Borough; but with ſtrong, recent, 
and particular reaſons for thinking that an oppoſition, 
from the quarter from whence it had come, was of all 
things the leaſt to be expected. If immediately after 
the vacancy happened, a Gentleman, ſuch as his op- 
ponent, of great reſpettability, with much local intereſt, 
and many local connections; and above all, poſſeſſing 
the ſame principles which he himſelf held, and wiſhed 


to ſee triumphant, had thought fit to declare himſelf a 


Candidate, he ſhould have been extremely unwilling to 
| have oppoſed him: Becauſe, independently of all con- 
ſiderations of the event, he ſhould have thought it un- 
wiſe to create a diviſion concerning particular perſons, 
among thoſe who were happily united in the ſame pub- 


lic cauſe. - Much were it to be wiſhed, that there had 


every where exifted the ſame averſion to ftrife, and the 
lame apprehenſion of its ill conſequences. But he muſt 
fay, that a Conteſt, with all its evils, was the yolunta 


and deliberate choice of his opponent. For at the mo- 


ment * Mr. mt as ne firſt declared his 
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intentions, he knew that another Candidate had te- 
ſolved to offer his ſervices; and that he (Mr. CRANT) 
was that Candidate. What the objections were to his 
principles, character, or perſon, which induced his op- 
ponent to depart from the reſolution he appears to have 
at firſt formed, and to create the very conteſt which he 
affefts to lament, he expeQted that day to have heard 
explicitly ſtated, either by himſelf, or the Gentleman 
by whom he was propoſed. To his principles he 
thought the Gentleman could not conſiſtently objett ; 
for he was at great pains to have it thought that his 
own were preciſely the ſame which he himſelf avowed. 
In his character, he ſhould be ſorry to ſuppoſe that his 
adverſary could, by any enquiry, have diſcovered any 
thing which he would be diſpoſed to diſlike. It muſt 
therefore have been his ſuppoſed unfitnefs for the ſitu- 
ation to which he aſpired, that had ſuggeſted to him 
the neceſſity of aiming at his excluſion. This he al- 
lowed to be fair ground of oppoſition. When the 
Country has occaſion for the exertion of the beſt abih- 
ties it poſſeſſes, its Repreſentation ought not to be 
permitted to fall into incapable hands. His antagoniſt, 


no doubt, felt in himſelf a conſciouſneſs of his own 
ſuperior capacity for the diſcharge of thoſe great and 


important duties which are incumbent on a Member of 


the Britiſh Parliament, and thinks that the benefit 10 


be derived from his ſervices, will more than compen - 
fate for the evils attendant on a Conteſt. This was 
a point which he could not poſſibly diſcuſs. On theix 
reſpettive pretenſions, the  Eletors alone were com: 
petent to decide; and he ſhould await their deciſion,

/ HE Second Day's Poll commenced according to 


adjournment on the preceding day, at nine 
o'clock, on Saturday, February the firſt, and finally 
cloſed the fame day, at four o'clock in the afternoon; 
when Mr. GRANT was declared duly elected, by a 
majority of Thirteen legal Votes. 


Mr. ISHERWOOD, as in the commencement of 

_ the buſineſs, took the lead in his addreſs to the Elec- 
tors ; and declared, that if all thoſe who had profeſſed 
themſelves to be his friends, and who had affured him 
of their ſupport and intereſt, had kept their promiſes, 
he ſhould not have yielded the victory of the day to 
his opponent. However, though the preſent conteſt 
had terminated againſt him, he could with great ſin- 
cerity and truth ſay, that the preſent was one of the 
happieſt days of his life; which was rendered ſo by the 
very liberal and diſintereſted ſupport he had received 
from thole whom he ſhould ever conſider as his real 
friends, and to whom he gave his hearty thanks. He 
was alſo much obliged' to thoſe who had honoured him 
with their good wiſhes, though they had reluctantly 
voted againſt him. He had only further to obſerve, 
that the iſſue of the preſent Election, ſhould. not deter 
him from his endeavours to ſerve the Borough ob 
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Windſor ; or make him ſwerve from his attachment to 
the King ; or induce him to withhold his ſupport from 


Government. 


Mr. GRANT immediately ſucceeded Mr. ISHER- 
WOOD, and acknowledged the obligations he felt for 
the honour conferred, as well as the duty impoſed upon 
him; the one he ſhould ever moſt gratefully remember, 
and the other as ſedulouſly endeavour faithfully to diſ- 

WF charge. To be thought worthy of ſuch a truſt, at ſuch 

a time, was no flight diſtinction. To all, who by their 
ſuffrages, or their exertions, had contributed to his 
ſucceſs, his warmeſt thanks were due. As he. truſted 

he ſhould never deviate from thoſe principles which he 

had avowed, he hoped he ſhould never forfeit the good 
opinion which he had had the happineſs to obtain. He 
thought he might, with reaſon, complain of ſome cir- 
cumſtances in the conduct of his opponents; but, in 
that moment, he forgot them all; and if any thing had 
proceeded from his fide, that had proved offenſive to 

the ſeelings of Gentlemen on the other, he was heartily 
ſorry for it. Political contention was of itfelf a ſuffi- 
cient evil, without being embittered by perſonal ani- 
moſity. At that hour he ſhould detain them no longer 
than to requeſt that all his friends would manifeſt the 
ſame peaccable and orderly diſpoſition in the hour of 
victory, that had diſtinguiſhed them during the con- 
tinuance of the conteſt.

LLAN ANDREW, hair-drefſer, was thought ineligible to 
vote, as he had not paid Scot and Lot fix months before the 
Election. It was contended that he had been rateable more than 


that time, and as he had paid the rates as ſoon as he was applied to 
for them, his vote was received, F 


ARMSTRONG JOHN, builder. Mr. Armſtrong's vote was 
reſiſted becauſe he and his family had quitted WIxpson, three 
weeks before the Election began; and had alſo removed the whole 
of his furniture, not intending to return ; though the term for which 
he had taken his houſe, did not expire till Lady-Day next; for 
which time he had relet the whole of the premiſes, except one room. 
Upon reflection, Mr. A. thought it within the ſcale of poſſibility, 
that his Majeſty might require his ſervices again at WinpgsoR, 
within the above ſpace of time; in which caſe he ſhould certainly 
return to the room he had reſerved ; and therefore conſidered it as 


his uſual place of abode. On taking the oaths preſcribed, Mr, A. 
was admitted to poll. 


AYLET CHARLES, ſurgeon, was objected to on account of 
nonreſidence ; Mr. A. having been for ſome time paſt at Barn, for 
the benefit of his health; but, on its being proved that he had not 
only regularly paid the rates in WixpsoR, as well as kept domeſtic 
ſervants conſtantly in the houſe, and had moreover himſelf ſlept at 
it ſome nights previous to the Election; his vote was admitted, 


AYRES JAMES, victualler; who, about fourteen months ago, 
married theWidow Nasn, landlady of the Spread Eagle Public-houſe, 
in George-Street ; was objected to by Mr. Bow, becauſe his name 
did not appear on any of the Poor's Rate Books. Mr. SygeraRD, 
on the part of Av xs, contended, that as Ayres had actually and 
virtually paid the rates, it would be extremely hard to deprive him 
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of his franchiſe, merely becauſe the Pariſh Officers had neglected 
their duty, or thought proper to inſert his wife's former name inſtead 
of his own. Many law arguments were uſed on each ſide, and at 
length the Returning Officer received the vote, on condition of its 
being further argued, if thought neceſſary, previous to the final 


cloſe of the Poll. 


BECKET JOHN, gentleman. - Mr. SuxrrAnxp conceived that 
Mr. Becker, being one of the Poor Knights of Wixpson, who in 
the ſtatutes oftheir order are ſtiled Poor, or Alms Knights, could not 
poſſibly, in law, be conſidered as a legal voter. However, the gen- 
tlemen on the other ſide, made a very wide diſtinction between 
parochial relief, and the annual ſtipend which Mr. Becker received 
as a Poor Knight ; and as he reſided in a houſe within the B rough, 
for which he had regularly paid the rates, his vote was received. 


BOULT STEPHEN, coachmaker, was rated for a houſe in 
which one of his journeymen conſtantly lived, and where Mr, B. 
when he thought proper, ſlept in a room reſerved for that purpoſe. 
He alſo occaſionally dined at the houſe, and then employed and 
conſidered his journeyman's wife, as his domeſtic ſervant : But as 
neither Mr. BovuLrT's wife, or any other part of his family, had 
ever reſided there, the Returning Officer could not conſider it as 
Mr. B. 's uſual place of abode, and rejected his vote accordingly. 


BLAKENEY JOHN, ſtationer. The legality of Mr, B LAKE- 
NEY'S vote was queſtioned on account of his being Sub-diſtributer 
of Stamps; but which objection was overruled, on Mr. BLAKE- 
Ev 5 declaring that he had neither appointment or ſalary from 
Government for it; but that he acted under, and during the plea- 
{ure of, the Diſtributer for the County. 


CANTRELL HENRY, farmer. Mr. CANTRELL - ſtated, that 
he rented part of the T'ythes of the Pariſh, for which he was rated, 
and that on account of his being Scavenger of the Borough, it was 
ſometimes neceſſary he ſhould ſleep in Wixpsos, in order to he

with his'men early in the morning, to give them directions about 
their buſineſs: That he had a bed-room : reſerved for him in his 


mothei's houſe ; but that he ſometimes ſlept at his brother's. Mr. 
C. declining to take the Oath of Deſcription, his vote was rejected. 


COLBURN JAMES, butcher, it was conteſted did not reſide 
in the houſe for which he was rated ; part of which was occupied 
by his ſiſter, and part let out in lodgings. However, as Col- 
BURN had regularly paid the rates, though it was admitted that he 
lived with his employer, Mrs. BAN NISTER; yet, as that was within 
the og his vote was Goren legal. 


DAVIS RICHARD, ende was objected to by Mr. De 
who contended that there was not any voter of Mr. Davis's de- 
ſcription in WWS on, his name not appearing once on any of the 
Rate Books. It was argued on the other fide; that although Mr. 
D. might have reaſons for not wiſhing to have his name'entered in 
the books, yet he actually and bona fide paid the rates; to prove 
which, Mr. D. produced his landlord's receipts, in whoſe name _ 
houſe had been rated. Reſerved. | 


DIXON GEORGE, ſen. cordwainer, was oppoſed as being a 
Collector of the Window Tax. Mr. D. ſtating that he received 


his appointment from the Commiſſioners of the Land Tax, his vote 
was admitted, 


DIXON GEORGE, jun. ſhoemaker, not having been rated fix 
months, was rejected. 


DRUCE WILLIAM, ſmith, was objefted to for not being 


rated for the houſe he then occupied; but it appearing that he had 
paid a rate in November, for the houſe that he had quitted, his 
vote was received, | 


DUDLEY THOMAS, grocer, lived with his aunt, and aſſiſted 
her in her buſineſs ; paid the rent of the houſe, and was rated for 
it, N otwithſtanding he confeſſed that his aunt repaid him the rent,

FORD THOMAS, labourer, conteſted for being in arrears to 
the Poor's Rates, part of which he paid in Auguſt laſt, and promiſed 
to pay the remainder ; fince when, the Overſeers had not called on 
him, partly owing to his poverty, and partly to ſuit their own con- 
veniency ; Forp living at the extremity of the Pariſh. Vote ad- 
mitted. | 


GOULD JOHN, ſhoemaker. It was urged that Gourp's 
father being a certificate perſon, from the Pariſh of Hemelhamſtead, 
to the Pariſh of Wi psox, was barred his right of voting. For 
want of precedent, the vote was allowed. | 


HART JOHN, cordwainer, was objected to for having excuſed 
himſelf from paying the Poor's Rates, the laſt time he was applied 
to for them. It was anſwered by the Council on the other ſide, that 
though the Pariſh Officers had not called on Haar lately, yet they 
continued to rate him ; a proof that they did not conſider him in a 
ſtate of poverty, or inſolvency. Reſerved. 


HARBERD JAMES, labourer, was ſuppoſed to be rated for 
a houſe rented by his ſon-in-law, TzxrexnT; which miſtake aroſe 


from the ſame houſe being formerly rented by J. Harzery, jun. 


who had quitted the premiſes. Hanes, ſen. lodged with his 
fon-in-law, TERRENT; and faid he had paid all the rates that he had 
been aſked for, which was not any, Rejected. 


JARMAN CHARLES, taylor, had, for ſome time paſt, by 
various excuſes, put off the payment of the Poor's Rates : A day or 


two previous to the Election, ſome perſon paid them for him, which 


was ſuppoſed to have been done with a fraudulent intention to gaiy 
his vote, Referved, 
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LEACH WILLIAM, ſurveyor. It was obſerved by the Coun- 
eil, that Mr. L. being a Clerk of the Works, acting under the Board 


of that name, lived in a houſe, as had been cuſtomary for perſons 
holding his Office to do, rent free; he would therefore aſk him, 
whether he was not reimburſed all the money he paid for Taxes ? 
Mr. L. anſwering in the negative, was admitted. 


MATHER JOHN, ſhoemaker,

PIPER RICHARD, fiſhmonger, was objected to on a ſuppo- 
fition that his houſe, which is ſituated on the Ero ſide of Windso0R 
Bridge, was not within the limits of the Borough; but it appearing, 
from evidence, that part of the houſe ſtood in the Borough of 
WixpsoR, and part in the Pariſh of Ezox; and Mr. Pir kn declar- 
ing, that the bed in which he uſually ſlept, was in a room that was 


within the boundary mark of the Corporation of WixnpsoR, his vote 
was admitted. 


SAVORY CHARLES, labourer, on account of ſickneſs, ſome 
time in Auguſt laſt, begged the Overſeer to excuſe him his rate, 
which requeſt the Overſeer granted. Sa vonx recovered his health, 
and ſince that time had paid all his 1ates, except the one forgiven 
him. This being conſidered as parochial relief, granted within the 
laſt twelve months, his vote was rejected. 


SECKER CHARLES, breeches-makery it was ſtated, was 
rated for a houſe which he let out in lodgings ; but as he had con- 
ſtantly reſided with his father, within the Borough, his vote was 
admitted. 


SKINNER ISAAC, ſoapboiler, was objected to for not paying. 
all the rates-within the laſt ſix months ; as alſo for having always 
refuſed to pay them, except when applied to on the eve of the 
Election. Reſerved.

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VASSAL RICHARD, Eſq. It was contended that Mr, 
VassAt had not a right to vote, the rates for the houſe occupied 
by him ſtanding in the name of Mrs. PILGRIM, or occupier ; and 
that Mrs. Pit.crtn's agent had paid the rates on her account, 
as he had always been accuſtomed to do; that Mr, V assAL had 
not paid any rate. Mr, VASSsAL declared, that though he had not

the Overſcer refuſed to take it, Reſerved. 


WINKFIELD THOMAS, gardener, It was proved that 
WixKkFlELD had quitted the houſe for which he was rated up- 
wards of four months; and that he-was not rated for any other 


premiſes at the time of the Election. Rejected. 


JOHN 
WARNER WMH gent, was objected to on account of 


nonreſidence; but "taking the oath of deſcription was admitted, 


WANT WILLIAM WHYATT, innholder, was deemed in- 
cligible to vote, being lately appointed Sub-poſtmaſter. It was 
contended that he had not received his inſtructions from the Sur- 


veyor of the Diſtrict; and that no part of the bufineſs was tran- 
ſacted by his directions or authority. On the appointment being 


produced, which was dated the 2 gth of January, his vote was re- 
jected. nuf quam au, Hiern ee a.

HILL WILLIAM, cordwainer, it was contended, ought not 
to vote, being the Letter- carrier of the Town, acting under the 
Sub-Poſtmaſter, from whom he received a ſalary ; which ſalary 
was repaid the Sub-Poſtmaſter by the Poſtmaſter General.

W1inpDs0R;—that when he was at the latter place, he lived with 
his brother, either as a viſiter, or as a lodger ; and therefore could 
not, within the meaning of the act, be deemed a legal voter. It 
was contended by the Counſel, in behalf of Mr. H. that though 
he reſided at Wix Ds OR only as it ſuited his pleaſure ; yet, when- 
ever he did ſo, he had a particula apartment to go to; one re- 
ſerved excluſively for his own uſe; and as he was aſſeſſed to the 
Poor's Rates, notwithſtanding it might not be for the premiſes he 
occupied, there could be no doubt of his having a right to vote, 
The Oath of Deſcription being adminiſtered to Mr. H. which ne- 
ceſſarily included his claim to gentility ; his vote could not be fur» 
ther diſputed, e
